This fund-raiser is necessary to pad the 
draining fund that is administered and used to 
purchase flags to fly over Kersting Court. The 
reason that the fund-raiser is necessary follows. 

Several years ago, Jan Maddox, Joylouise 
Harte Smitli, Bjll Birgensmith and Nadeen Neville 


formed the Kersting Court Flag Committee, solicit¬ 
ing funds from the community to supply flags in 
perpetuity. In those days, interest was considerably 
higher than it is today. After Jan died, the fund 
began to shrink when interest drawn on the princi¬ 
ple would no longer support sale of flags. 

In November, 1993, Jack Wolfe, commander 
of VFW Post No. 3208, whose members have 
been keeping track of the fund as well as buying 
new flags as necessary, asked the community for a 
fund-raiser to pad the depleting $3000 left from the 
original fund. 

As the fund continues to shrink as new flags 
are purchased for Kersting Court, the need for an 
additional investment continues to grow. 

With that need in mind, the Kersting Court 
Flag Committee, which includes Wolfe, Harte- 
Smith and Doug Hayes, invited the El Toro Ma¬ 


rine Band to play in Memorial Park as a spark for 
the fund-raiser. 

Those who attend the free concert are urged 
to bring chairs or blankets since seating is on the 
green. They are also urged to bring some protec¬ 
tion from the summer sun, such as parasols or 
beach umbrellas. Pledge cards will be available for 
those who wish to assist in the fund in an on-going 
annual way. 

Barney Hamady, pastor at Bethany Church, 
will lead the invocation, and Mitz Kunihiro, Sierra 
Madre resident since 1923 and commander of the 
VFW 6th district, will lead the Pledge of Alle¬ 
giance and National Anthem.

is a customs broker in Los Angeles. Donetelli had 
.advised the Caldwells to do so if a problem arose, 
and when the clerk did, it was handled very 
easily. 

Their tour group crossed from Finland into 
Russia by train, which Gordon said was like 
"going from daylight into night." The condition of 
the train, seats, etc. was a step back in time and 
in neglect. The beauty and splendor of the city of 
St. Petersburg, however, was mind-boggling, they 
said. All this majesty had been created on what 
was not much more than a mud flat. The city is 
known as the Venice of the north. 

Churches and huge palaces of unbelievable 
opulence were visited including the Hermitage 
with its art treasures and the Yussupov Palace on 
the first day it was open following restoration. 
Prince Yussupov was extremely wealthy and it 
was there that Rasputin, the notorious figure at the 
court of Czar Nicolas, was lured and murdered. 
Also, Elizabeth’s palace at Pushkin. Elizabeth was 
Peter the Great’s daughter and when she died, it 
was said that she had 30,000 dresses in her ward¬ 
robe but the Russian treasury had only three 
rubles. 

St. Petersburg suffered unbelievable hard¬ 
ship during WWII when under seige by the Ger¬ 
mans. The three million population was so deci¬ 
mated that only 500 people survived and a monu¬ 
ment stands in the city to those survivors. 

Leaving St. Petersburg, the Caldwells 
boarded a river boat which became home as the 
tour group cruised on waterways in an arc-shaped 
trip to Moscow. They crossed large lakes and 
passed their islands, through locks where the area 
was 38 feet higher than St. Petersburg, and they 
visited small towns along the way. 
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MaryLou and cordon Caldwell on a riverboat 
cruise In Russia. 

From the beginning, they had an excellent 
English-speaking guide, a college professor who 
was a graduate of the University of Moscow, who 
did this to augment his meager income. Teachers 
and doctors are among Russia’s lowest paid with 
construction workers in much higher pay brackets. 
Everywhere he looked, Gordon noted, women 
were the main labor force, many quite elderly. 

Two security guards also accompanied the 
tour. This proved good in Moscow, for example, 
where Gypsies, even young children, tried to grab 
at anything they could steal from tourists but were 
chased away by the guards. 

The Caldwells found people very hospitable 
and children a most important part of the 
trip.When they wearied of visiting churches and

Sierra Madre residents are encouraged 
to attend the second General Plan Community 
Forum on Monday, Sept. 12, at 7 p.m. at the 
Recreation Center at Sierra Vista Park. The 
thrust of this meeting will be regarding the 
Housing Element of the Sierra Madre General 
Plan. 

Ann Luke, Sierra Madre resident and 
president of Luke Communications, a market¬ 
ing and public relations firm, will be assisting 
the General Plan Steering Committee by 
facilitating this meeting. 

Doug Hayes is chair of the committee. 

The meeting will begin with a general 
overview of and response to the comments 
already received, thanks to the many respons¬ 


es provided by Sierra Madre residents. This 
will be followed by an explanation of what is 
required in the city’s Housing Element. Of 
primary importance is the requirement that the 
city provide opportunities for the development 
of its regional fair share of affordable hous¬ 
ing. 

Next, attendees will break into small 
groups led by steering committee members in 
which specific topics, such as housing needs 
and housing policy options, will be discussed. 

The committee wants residents to feel 
comfortable sharing their ideas and concerns, 
and feels that a small group format will be 
more conducive to this type of discussion.

Deal Dr. TamI, 

My dog has developed a condition call KCS. My veterinarian has me 
putting drops and ointments in his eyes every few hours. What causes 
this and are there any other treatments? 

KCS or Kerotoconfunctlvltls sicca Is a lack of teat production by the 
lacumal gland leading to very dry eyes. When the corneas are not 
properly lubricated they will dry out which can lead to corneal 
ulceration. The mucoid ^ands lining the eyelids usually continue to 
function. However, their secretion Is not enough to keep the corneas 
properly lubricated, there ate many different causes of KCS Including 
trauma, drugs, autoimmune disease, etc. It may be a temporary 
condition resolving In 1.2. months or it may be permanent. In the 
majority of cases the cause'is unknown. KCS occurs more frequently 
In the shlh-Uu, lhasa apso, pektnese, poodle, English buU dog, west 
highland terrier, cocker spaniel and miniature schnauser. There ate 
medical and surgical options available for treatment. Medical 
tteatmenu Include drops and/or ointments applied frequently which 
act as tear film replacements. There is also a t^ical medication called 
cyclcsporiiM whl^ stimulates teat production In some cases. There Is 
also a medication called pHocospine which can be added to the food 
which ituy stimulate tear productioa However, there ate side effects 
Including vomiting and diarrhea, and In many cases topical 
medication Is mote effective. Lastly, there is a surgical procedure 
called paiotid duct ttatuposltlon. The duct from the salivary gland Is 
transferred bom the txal mucus to the conjuctionlal sac. Saliva and 
teats are very simllat in composition and thus saliva functloru as a 
good tear replacement. This surgery Is usually performed as a last 
resort when medical treatment hat failed. There ate compileatioru 
that can occur with the surgery. The most common complication It 
tcaning of the duct causing the opening to teal. Your veterinarian 
will be able to discuss these opdotu with you and daclde which Is best 
for your and your dog.
